The  Class  of  1965  dedicated  their 
class  gift  on  April  27  in  the  first  assembly 
for  this  purpose  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  The  gift  was  designed  to  com- 
memorate the  late  President  Kennedy  in 
a way  that  might  be  meaningful  to  New- 
ton High  School  students,  both  now  and 
in  the  future.  The  major  part  of  the  gift 
was  the  Kennedy  Memorial  Library  Shelf, 
which  has  been  placed  in  the  school 
library  for  the  use  of  the  students.  The 
faculty  selection  committee,  headed  by 
Mr.  Altree,  has  tried  to  choose  books 
that  are  representative  of  the  life  and  the 
spirit  of  President  Kennedy  and  his  Ad- 
ministration. The  one  hundred  books  now 
on  the  shelf,  gathered  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Erskine,  include  all  of  Kennedy’s 
writings  (including  campaign  speeches), 
most  of  his  personal  reference  books  (on 
history,  economics,  etc.),  books  chosen 
from  his  personal  list  of  favorites  (in- 
cluding From  Russia  With  Love  by  Ian 
Fleming),  the  important  biographical 
books,  pamphlets,  and  magazine  articles, 
and  books,  (such  as  Deadlock  of  Democ- 
racy by  James  MacGregor  Burns)  deal- 
ing with  modern  social  and  political  prob- 
lems. A four  hundred  dollar  fund  has 
been  set  up,  which  will  be  used  to  buy 
another  one  hundred-eighty  books,  pri- 
marily ones  written  in  the  near  future 
about  ‘’the  Kennedy  years.” 

An  additional  permanent  fund  of  one 
hundred  dollars  will  maintain  the  new 
Kennedy  Memorial  Book  Prize.  This 
prize  will  be  awarded  each  year  by  a 
faculty  selection  committee  to  the  out- 
standing Junior  student  of  American  His- 
tory. Kennedy  was  a historian  and  a 
scholar,  as  well  as  a great  President;  the 
Book  Prize  was  initiated  to  encourage  ex- 
cellence in  the  study  of  history  in  general 


and  of  American  History  in  particular. 
Each  winner  will  be  awarded  one  of 
Kennedy’s  four  books  in  rotation:  Pro- 
files in  Courage,  Why  England  Slept,  The 
Strategy  of  Peace,  (a  book  of  speeches 
collected  by  Allen  Nevins),  and  A Nation 
of  Immigrants,  (Kennedy’s  last  book). 
The  first  Kennedy  Book  Prize  was 
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awarded  to  Douglas  F.  Levinson  as  part 
of  the  Class  Gift.  The  presentation  was 
made  by  Lawrence  O'Brien,  graduation 
speaker  and  a close  friend  and  assistant 
of  President  Kennedy. 

The  impact  of  the  dedication  assembly 
itself  cannot  be  described;  one  can  only 
recount  what  happened.  For  those  who 
were  there,  the  feeling  conveyed  by  the 
memories  of  the  past  and  hopes  for  the 
future  will  never  be  forgotten.  The  as- 
sembly began  with  a recording  of  Presi- 


dent Kennedy’s  inaugural  address.  Fol- 
lowing were  the  presentation  of  the  class 
gift  by  President  Glenn  Hart,  the  keynote 
address  by  Class  Gift  Committee  Chair- 
man Elliot  Feldman,  the  presentation  of 
the  check  to  the  Memorial  Library  by 
Vice-President  Diane  Golub,  two  songs 
by  the  A Capella  Choir,  and  the  reading 
of  President  Kennedy’s  eulogy  for  his 
brother  Joseph  Kennedy,  Jr.,  by  Glenn 
Hart.  Then  came  the  main  speaker  of 
the  program,  Kenneth  O'Donnell,  who 
spoke  for  twenty  minutes,  ending  with  the 
words:  “I  think  of  what  Mrs.  Kennedy 
said  to  me  when  she  turned  with  tears 
in  her  eyes,  ‘Will  they  forget  Jack?’  I 
think  you  people  have  answered  that 
question  here  today.”  Also  on  the  plat- 
form were  Senator  Benjamin  Smith — a 
close  friend  of  Kennedy,  Sheriff  Howard 
Fitzpatrick — representing  the  Memorial 
Library,  Mayor  Gibbs,  Mr.  Mechem, 
Miss  Gianferante,  and  the  class  officers. 

The  Senior  Class  Gift  is  the  result  of  a 
year's  work  and  activities  for  nine  hun- 
dred students  and  many  members  of  the 
faculty.  To  raise  money  for  the  project, 
Seniors  participated  in  two  work  days; 
money  was  also  raised  through  the  Senior 
Supper,  the  Senior  Play,  the  Masquerade 
Ball,  Sweatshirt  Day,  the  Prom,  and  Stu- 
dent Activity  Tickets.  The  credit  for  this 
tremendous  accomplishment  goes  to 
every  Senior  who  took  part  in  these  ac- 
tivities, and  especially  to  those  who 
worked  on  and  with  the  Class  Committee 
during  the  year  including  Miss  Gianfer- 
ante, Mr.  Altree,  Mrs.  Erskine,  Mr. 
Brawn  (who  had  the  special  shelves  built 
in  Tech  High),  and  the  Tech  High  Print 
Shop  which  printed  the  special  book 
plates  which  will  be  in  the  prize  books  and 
in  every  book  on  the  shelf. 


ARTS  and 
MUSIC  FESTIVAL 


For  seven  days  in  May,  it  seemed  that  the  gym  had  been 
converted  to  a series  of  giantsize  mazes.  Busloads  of  ele- 
mentary school  children  appeared  in  the  corridors,  the 
auditorium  stage  was  extended  over  the  orchestra  pit,  and 
choruses  and  orchestras  could  be  heard  rehearsing  during 
the  school  day.  Some  uninformed  student  might  have  de- 
manded the  meaning  of  this  strange  activity,  but  for  most 
well-informed  NHS’ers,  the  "mazes”  were  simply  an  ab- 
stract exhibit  of  student  art,  and  the  state  of  things  in  the 
auditorium  a final  rehearsal  or  two  for  the  big  concert. 

All  this  and  more  constituted  the  first  Festival  of  the  Arts 
in  Newton.  This  extravaganza,  which  drew  large  adult  crowds 
for  each  of  the  five  evening  programs,  also  reached  the  stu- 
dents on  several  afternoons  when  Jack  Levine,  artist,  and 
David  Susskind,  producer,  spoke  in  seminar  surroundings, 
and  Robert  Cohan  conducted  a master  dance  lesson. 

Highlights  of  the  performances  included  appearances  by 
composer-conductor  Aaron  Copeland,  Ralph  Gomberg  and 
Joseph  Silverstein,  first  oboe  and  first  violin,  respectively,  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  the  Junior  High  Trou- 
badour woodwind  ensemble  and  chorus. 

A discussion  of  art  brought  Jack  Levine  to  NHS  on  Mon- 
day. On  Tuesday,  David  Susskind,  Father  Culkin  of  Ford- 
ham  University,  Professor  Pettet  of  Brandeis,  and  Mr.  Wayne 
Altree  of  Newton  formed  a panel  to  discuss  the  role  of 
television  in  education.  On  Friday  evening,  a banquet  fol- 
lowed by  Aaron  Copeland's  speech,  “The  School  and  the 
Arts,”  ended  the  week’s  activities.

IN  MEMORIAM 


Mr.  Frank  M.  Simmons 


Mr.  Frank  M.  Simmons,  better  known  to  many 
Newton  boys  as  "Doc”  Simmons,  died  on  May  7, 
1965  at  the  age  of  sixty-five.  With  his  passing 
Newton  has  lost  one  of  her  most  valued  and  de- 
voted citizens.  Born  in  Bedford,  Quebec,  Doc 
Simmons  first  came  to  Newton  as  a physical  edu- 
cation instructor  and  coach  in  1928.  In  1939  he 
became  the  Department  Head  of  Student  Ath- 
letics, and  in  1947  the  city’s  Director  of  Health 
and  Physical  Education,  both  posts  which  he  held 


until  his  death.  In  addition  to  a remarkable  dedi- 
cation to  his  work  in  the  Newton  schools,  he 
served  as  Director  of  the  Newton  Y.M.C.A.  Boys’ 
Summer  Camp  for  twenty-two  years.  A member 
of  the  Dalhouse  Lodge  AF  & AM  and  of  the  New- 
tonville  Methodist  Church,  recipient  of  the  Tarbell 
Medallion  from  Springfield  College  in  1961  and 
of  the  “Legion  of  Honor”  in  1963,  Mr.  Simmons 
will  be  long  remembered  with  the  affection  of 
those  many  people  who  knew  him.

TECH  HIGH  AWARDS 


Two  Tech  High  Seniors,  George  Barbour  and 
Leonard  Cleaves,  won  the  Chrysler  Corporation — 
Plymouth  Division  Eastern  Massachusetts  Trou- 
bleshooting Contest  at  Weymouth  High,  May  11, 
1965.  They  competed  against  two-man  teams 
from  twenty-four  schools  in  the  area.  The  teams 
were  given  identical  tools  and  identical  cars,  each 
with  the  same  seventeen  malfunctions  built  into 
the  motor.
